Veterans Bill of Rights 


It is virtually certain. that this 
session of the congress will liberalize 
many provisions of the G.I. Bill of 
Rights, particularly since President 
Truman and the Veterans adminis- 
tration have now given added im- 
petus to needed clarification and libs 
eralization, 

In his message to the congress, 
the President urged that prompt 
consideration be given for more lib- 
eral. hospitalization and veterans 
care, more vocational training un- 
der the vocational rehabilitation act 
and to education and training under 
the serviceman’s readjustment’ act 
(G.I. bill), The President further 
urged more specific language for re- 
employment of veterans. under the 
selective servicé act, so there can be 
no doubt about the right of a. vet- 
eran to get back his old job should 
he desire it. 

The Veterans administration itself 
will take the lead and spearhead the 
fight for these clarifying and lib- 
eralizing amendments and the ad- 
ministration will have the backing 
of such. organizations as the Amer:

Family hungry for cake? As a 
general rule, families take it easy 
on .cakes. during 
iw the spring and 
summer because 
there’s a wealth 
of fruits. and ber- 
ries to solve the 
dessert problem. 
But; comes the first whiff of fall 
in the air, when the kitchen will stay 
cool enough even for baking, and 
there's the family on mother’s heels 
begging for a cake. 

Then, too, husbands and sons will 
soon be returning, and they will 
want a big taste of mother’s good 
homemade cake, Be ready for the 
call when it comes, homemakers, 
with a brand new line-up of recipes 
that are bound to win the family, 

We're still aware of the strategic 
situation in regard to sugar, so the 
following recipes don’t go all-out for 
sugar. They're taste-tempting and 
delicious in spite of it all, and 
there’s a. grand variety from which 
to choose, Take your pick; 

*Bran Devil’s Food Cake. 
(Makes 16 cupcakes) 

114 cups sifted cake flour 

14 cups sugar 

% cup cocoa 

214 teaspoons baking powder 

14 teaspoon soda 

1 teaspoon. salt 

24 cup shortening 

14 cup whole bran 

1 cup milk 

1 teaspoon vanilla 

2 eggs 

Sift Moir once, measure then sift 
again with stigar, cocoa, baking pow- 
der, soda and salt into mixing bowl.

LESSON NUMBER TWO 

Hank—Well, 1 can tell you J don't 
aim. to be grounded, 1 am going to 
learn:to fly—and that’s that’ 

Robinson—And I’m sure you will 
learn, But don’t ever think you've 
learned it all.

You'll have 
to learn every inch of her+what 
everything is for, how and why it 
functions, and when it's in tune and 
when something is ‘‘sour.’” Rémem- 
ber the ground man doesn’t fly the | 
plane—he can’t know her as the pi- 
Jot does. You'll get so you can lis- 
ten, to her and in ten seconds you'll 
know if she’s right—or isn't, In time 
you'll develop something like a ‘sixth 
sense—you’ll know when something 
is wrong even if you can't explain 
how you know. it. 

Hank—Sounds.voniderful. 1 sure hope 
T develop that sixth. sense, 

Robinson—A good pilot always 
does, because of a strange oneness 
between a true pilot and his plane. 
But let’s get on with the instruction.
